Report of the School Board. | 


CITIZENS OF THE Town oF NEWBURY : 


We have the honor to submit to you the following report for 
the year ending February 15, 1896. 

Your School Board have tried to accomplish a year’s work which 
shall be a credit to the educational interests of the town, as well as 
themselves, and all matters pertaining to its welfare have received 
due and careful consideration, and have been decided with par- 
tiality towards none. There are as many different minds as there 
are people; consequently, for one party to please all would be an 
impossibility: therefore, the only alternative is to do the best that 
one can, according to one's best judgment, and decide the matter 
by dong that which will benefit the larger number. Our small 
schools, No’s 1, 2 and 9, have been faithfully looked after, and have 
succeeded as well as could be expected. Teachers of experience 
for such positions are out of the question, therefore, with a single 
exception, we have had to depend upon young and inexperienced 
teachers, but we have the past year been fortunate in securing the 
services of those competent to fill the positions with a good degree 
of satisfaction to both parents and School Board. 

As formerly, we have conveyed pupils from No. 10 to No. 5, and 
this year undertaken the new experiment of conveying from No. 7 
to No. 5, which proved successful. There is no discount on our 
village schools (No’s 5 and 8), and our wish is that every pupil in 
town might have the benefit of such instruction as has been given 
there the past year. It is not necessary to state that our schools 
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are advancing ; under such efficient teachers as we have employed 
in our two largest schools in town, it would be strange if they did 
not improve. In these times, when so much thought: is given to 
the subject of education, when leading minds are studying to devise 
new methods of imparting knowledge, it would be an impossibility 
to ex st in such a preressive age and not be benefited thereby. It 
is necessary, as far as our limited means will allow, to keep our- 
selves abreast of and in touch with all that is best in modern 
methods of instruction, and offer to our children, in all branches, 
the latest works of leading minds. 

Adapting ourselves to this idea, as well as a long felt want, last 
summer we decided upon a change of grammars, hoping thereby 
to arouse an interest in that much abused and slighted study, which 
withal is so necessary. After examining many works on the subject 
we chose Metcalf’s, as superior for our ungraded schools. Part 
one is devoted to the construction of the sentence; Pait two—a 
complete classification and inflection of words ; and in Part three 
especial attention is paid to analysis and synthesis,—making in all 
a complete and comprehensive work on English grammar. 

I wish to note witb pleasure the interest that our pupils have 
exhibited in the study of history the past year. By examining the 
works of different authors and posting themselves on current his- 
torical events they have made it a very interesting and helpful 
study. 

Object-teaching has becn used as 2, medium of imparting instruc- 
fjon, with considerable success. “What a child sees makes a 
lasting impression.” We do wish that the study of botany might 
find the favor with our pupils which it so justly deserves. It is not 
a compulsory study, but we have reasons to believe that it will be 
made so, soon. 

One thing we deplore, that is the lack of attention mental arith- 
metic has received in the past ; our teachers have been apprised of 
this fact, and more success has been attained in this line the past 
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year ; yet, there is great room for improvement. Written work is 
destined to arouse little or no arithmetical labor on the part of the 
pupil ; therefore the child’s faculties must be aroused by daily 
mental drills. 

A few words further : the diversity of text-books used throughout 
the State in the different towns has its disadvantages, and we sin- 
cerely hope that the time may not be far distant when our text- 
books may be selected by a competent committee chosen by the 
State Department of Instruction, to the end that throughout our 
State they may be uniform. Contrasted with those States which 
have a State course of study, the disadvantages are decidenly 
perceptible. 

Let me urge upon you the need of a better acquaintance with 
our teachers, such as must be obtained by visiting the schools 
often. Many times the judgment passed upon a teacher and school 
is formed by those who never enter our schools, hence are in no 
position to form correct opinions. 

We have the past year received many favors at your hands, ee 
circumstances have led us to think that you repose confidence in us 
and our work, for all of which we are truly thankful. 

It will be noticed that we make no report in the statistical table 
of the winter term at South Newbury; the school is in session 
ereatly to the benefit of the pupils and satisfaction of the parents. 

Below is a report as returned us by the Truant Officer : 

There are 77 children in town between the ages of 5 and 16. 
25 girls, and 52 boys. Five between the above ages have not 
attended school.
